REMARKS 



Claims 1-20 remain in the application for consideration of the Examiner. 

Reconsideration and withdrawal of the outstanding rejections are respectfull/ 
requested in light of the above amendments and following remarks. 

Claims 1-20 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph as being 
indefinite. 

This rejection is respectfully traversed. 

The Examiner does not understand the term "locus". 

In this connection, Applicants respectfully submit that it has a similar meanin j to 
"terminals 1 '. 

It is respectfully submitted that Claims 1-20 are in full compliance with 35 U.S .C. 
§ 1 1 2, second paragraph, and particularly points out and distinctly claims the subjec t 
matter which the Applicants regard as their invention. 

Claims 1-20 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Nagano. 

These rejections are respectfully traversed. 

It is respectfully submitted that Nagano does not disclose or suggest the 
presently claimed invention including processor device being controlled by the outpu : 
signal during startup in independent Claim 1, the processor device being controlled by 
the control signal during startup in independent Claim 9, albeit defined as the methoc
